IN RACE TROUBLE 


COLUMBUS. 
Miss.,

13.— 
Twenty-five or thirty 
negroes are 
dead, five whites and many negroes 
are wounded, and five negro lodge 
rooms have been burned in a fierce 
race war which is in progress 
in 
Pickens county, Alabama, adjoining
